The 
Immediate objective point was the 
town of Bocave, five miles north of 
Mnriloa. Filipino prisoners taken 
yesterday, according to (he Jour- 
nal's dispatches, have informed the 
Americans that Agulnaldo would 
make a last grand stand at Maloloe, 
and if he was defeated there would 
make no farther resistance, bat 
quit the revolt.

Opposition. 


MAKILA, March 58.— 11:10 a. m. 


vanced nearly two miles without 
encountering opposition this morn- 
ing. On approaching Bulacan, a 
town of 35,000 people he halted, 
preparatory to attacking it. 


The heat -was intense. 
Being 


90 degrees on the coast and fully 
100 degrees in the Interior, it mado 
the Americans suffer a great deal. 
In spite of the heat, however, every 
man was eager to proceed towards 
the enemy. 


A detachment of ninety-six Fili-

operation from here to our front 
rreatly facilitates the transporto- 
ion of supplies to the troops. Be- 
fore the road was repaired the trans- 
portation of supplies was very un- 
certain.

IT WAS A SURPRISE. 


Nature of Contract With 


Packers. 


It Was of Record and Eagan 


Had No Excuse for His 


Misstate men ts. 


tVAsnirraTo;r, March. 28 — Capt. 


Goo. 
B. Davis, commissary of sub- 


sistence, was the iirst witness to ap- 
»ar before the beef inquiry court 
today. He was on duty in the office 
of tbo commissary general, and as- 
sisted in preparing the Santiago 
beef contract with 
Swiffc & Co., 


dealing especially with the prepara- 
ion of the clause covering the time 
the beef was to be kept in refriger- 
a'ore on shore. 


Be hnd talked with Wonoral 


Eagan on this subject when the oon- 
ract was in course of preparation, 
and had understood from him that 
he beef was to be kept In refrig- 
erators for aoventy-two hours after 
arrival and twenty-four hours after 
ts removal from thorn. 


Captain Davis detailed some in- 
tanooa in which boards of survey 
ind examined boef -which hod been 
omplalned of while ia the refriger- 
tor. 
One Instance occurred at 


lanzanillo and another at Santiago, 
n tbo first tho baef was condemned 
nd in too latter a part of it was 
need. 


In reply to Major Loo, Captain 


Davis said tho understanding In the 
commissary general 'a offlVa was that 
So ' boof was to bo kont good for 
ovonty-two hours by tbo contrao- 
ors after leaving tho fillip, provided 
ood cnre was taken of it. 
"This," ho said, "was tho ex- 


rornoIUitt, but It was not sup- 
'wed Hint the boof would bo kept 
or moro than twenty four hours." 
Cnptain Davis said ho had hoard 
omothinfc of tho Powell process for 
roaorvlng boof ; that a proposition 
was mado before tho beginning of 
tie war and afterwards. General 
Weston had brought the process to 
tio attention of tho department as 
tie result of experiments made with 
t at Tampa about the time of the 
sailing of the Santiago expedition. 


Mnjor Lee pointed out the appir- 


ent discrepancy in Captain Davis' 
nd General Eugan'a testimony ns 
to the conditions under which beef 
was to be kept seventy-two bourn 
fter the arrival of the loof at Its 
olnt of destination. 
He read General Eagan 's state- 


ment saying it was bis intention 
hat the beef should be good for 
seventy-two hours "no difference 
where takon from," and saying 
that tho twenty-four hour clause 
moat be a clerical error. Ho asked 
Captain Davis to reconcile tho two 
Utements to which request the 
captain responded by saying : 


"General Eagan had simply for- 
otten. Probably he had not seen 
10 contract for six mouths. Is is 
ot customary in such cases to de- 
tend upon the memory, the con- 
ractB being on file and referceuce 
o them convenient and usual. ' 
The witness said there had been 
onaiderable discussion in the office 
f the oommlsaary general of the 
eaaibllity of shipping beef on the 
loof, but it bad been decided not to 
ry the experiment because of the 
iffloulty of getting ships, of land- 
ng the cattle and of taking care of 
hem after landing. 
i 


The subsistence department- had, 


lowuver, gone so far as to gather 
ie names of persons who might 
eelre to bid. 
• Edward Morris, of the Chicago 
firm of Motrta & Co., was the next 
witness. He stated that his com- 
>any had for the post ton yearn been 
n the habit of storing canned roast 
eef in the Baltimore and Ohio 
ware-houses on Staten Island for 
hipment to either foreign or do- 
mes tio points. Some of this beef 
hod In 1898 been returned to Chi- 
oago. Moat of the shipments to for- 
igu ports had been sent to the 
English. 


None of it had aver been sold to 


or rejected by n foreign govern- 
ment and none had been aold abroad 
and condemned and sent back to tho 
Jnitod States for tho American 
roops. The goods returned to Chi- 
cago were sold to a wholesale grocery 
house and by it sold to the govern- 
ment, 30 par cont. going to Manila. 
The firm hnd sold to the govern- 
ment direct about $160,000 worth of 
corn beef and of canned roast beef.

I hava, however, thought that if 
English women and their sentences 
can be alleviated my most unfortu- 
nate American might be returned to 
her own country, to pasa the bal- 
ance of the period which the English 
authorities consider the necessary 
punishment for an unproven at- 
tempt."

last evening and when the reporter 
shook hands with him through the 
bars Jacobs said: 


'You remember that there has

Will you 
please say in THK SKSTISEL that I 
forgive Anna and plead with her to 
come back and care for her two 
children while I am confined in 
tbe prison.

I am compelled 


to part with them now. If she sees

When asked «8 to tht> ago of his 


children Jacobs broke down and 
walked away to wipe the tears from 
his oyos and it -was several minutes 
before ho could mak« reply and say 
that, the boy was seven and tho lit- 
tle girl eight. 


Jacobs inbisted all through his 


conversation that he was not guilty 
of the charge of which ho had boon 
convicted and whnn the reporter 
asked, "How does It feel for an in- 
nocent man to be convicted?" ho 
replied. "Yon don't really what 
it is. But tho truth will develop 
and tbe public will know that James 
Jacobs Is Innocent." 


'If yon woro a free man and 


should moot your brother, Dave, on 
(he streets, what would happen?" 


"I would bo a oar, turn on my 


heel and walk away. If I did any. 
thing it would mean many more 
years in prison for mo And separa- 
tion from my children. As it is, I 
would rather by far be behind these 
ban an innocent man than to have 
my lips liesmirobed with untruths 
snob, as worn told against me on tho 
witness stand.'' 


It is possible that on effort will be 


made to secure a now trial for 
Jacobs. 
Some persona who have 


been interested in the cue are dis- 
cussing the advisability of raising 
enough money by subscription to 
again get tho case in court when 
Jaoobs claims that he can produce 
some strong evidence in his behalf. 
He will be taken to Michigan City 
by Sheriff MeloWng this afternoon. 


James Jaoobs this morning agreed
